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DETAILED ACTION 
Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

2. In accordance with discussions made in a telephone interview with the 
inventor's representative, Mr. Donald L. Monin Jr. on April 19, 2004, the following 
changes have been made: 

In claim 65, line 1 , delete the word "on" and replace it with the phrase "to 
expose". In line 2, after the comma, insert the word "wherein". Also in line 2, delete the 
ninth word "rate" and replace the next word "having" with "has". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3-5, 7-24, 26-31 and 34-66 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All claims 
except for 65 and 66 were allowed and reasons for allowance were described in paper 
022704. Regarding independent claim 65, a review of prior art failed to make obvious, 
disclose or fairly suggest a device for generating analyte ions using a non-porous rough 
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surface substrate wherein the surface roughness of the substrate is between about 2 
nm and about 100 nm and has a surface area difference that varies from approximately 
20% to approximately 40%. 

Claim 66 is allowed by virtue of its dependence upon claim 65.
